GIVEN UP AS DEAD W HEN HE 
D ISAPPEARED ON EXPLORA­ 
TION FLIGHT 
The Pas, Man., Sept. 13.—(Riff—Thin 
and weak from eighteen days wander­ 
ing through the far north with wild 
berries as his only food, C. F. Mews, 
21-year-cld 
aviator, 
who 
had 
been 
given up as dead after he disappeared 
on an exploration flight, accepted with 
youthful modesty today the praise of 
veterans fo his courage and perse­ 
verance. 
Mews, pilot for the Northern Aerial 
Mineral 
Exploration 
Company, 
was 
foced down on Oxford Lake August 
24 when his fuel ran out. 
He was 
found yesterday by Victor Partridge, 
an aviator, who was leading a search­ 
ing party for him. 
"I was all right,” Mews told his res­ 
cuers. 
“There was no need to worry 
about me. 
I was walking to Oxford 
House and I would have reached there 
if one of the boys hadn't picked me 
up. 
I was glad Partridge did sight 
my smoke, though, as I was getting 
rather hungry.” 
Mews lost 27 pounds. His feet, bared 
to the rough walking by wearing out 
of the soles of his shoes, were raw 
and bleeding. 
He lived on em egency 
rations of four pounds of rye biscuits 
and tea for a few days but throughout 
the remainder of his wanderings ex­ 
isted on berries- 
Although the section 
was teem ing with wild ducks, the lost 
pilot was without means of killing 
them. 
The aerial search on which Mews 
was found was the last that had been 
planned. 
Indians had searched for 
several days and it was believed Mews 
either had been killed in a crash of 
his plane or had fallen from exhaus­ 
tion and would die of starvation and 
exposure.

REDUCTION OF NEARLY 14,000,000 
BUSHELS FROM 1928 YIELD 
PREDICTED 
St. Paul, Sept. 13—<U.R)—Total yields 
of major crops in Minnesota this year 
will compare favorably with the long­ 
time average, according to a survey 
issued today by the crop reporting ser­ 
vice of the Minnesota department of 
agriculture. 
The greatest crop shortage, accord­ 
ing to the report, will be that of pota­ 
toes, in which a reduction of nearly 
14,000,000 bushels from the 1928 yield 
is predicted. 
The Durum wheat crop 
will be more than 2,000,000 bushels 
less than last year, the report said, 
and smaller reduction were forecast 
for oats, barley and flax. 
Prom ise of near-record corn yields 
in southern Minnesota lead 
to 
tho 
prediction that the total 
production 
will be approximately 146,409,000 bush­ 
els, an increase of more than 2,000,000 
over 1928. 
The comparatively small 
acreage of corn not yet fully matured 
should escape a killing frost, it was 
pointed out, and were it not for early 
season dry weather in the southeast­ 
ern section of the state a record pro­ 
duction might have resulted. 
Little hope is maintained for a total 
yield of potatoes of anywhere near 
normal. 
Drought in the heavy pro­ 
ducing areas of northern Minnesota 
have in many sections cut the crop 
In half and rains at this stage would 
be of little benefit, the survey said. 
Average yield of potatoes at present 
was listed at about 82 bushels per acre 
as compared to over IOO bushels per 
acre last year. The year’s total pro­ 
duction was given as 24,836,000 bushels

Modern Coffee Expert Discovers 
New Flavor Producing Process. 


Method Stops Loss Of True Coffee Flavor. Called Greatest Advance Of 
Coffee Industry In Twenty-Five Years.

Years of Research Rewarded 


After many years of research. L. KL. Watrous has 
discovered a method hy which more of tim true 
coffee flavor may he retained in the coffee berry. 
The process is enc of toasting rather titan roast­ 
ing.

.FTF.R many years of research and experi­ 
ment, L. K.. W atrous, a nationally known coffee 
expert, has recently perfected a new process for 
developing more coffee flavor. 
The newr process is said to he one of toasting 
the coffee berries in order to retain more of the 
flavor producing elements. 
This discovery is said to he the first really 
great advance in the preparation of coffee since 
the industry was revolutionized by the perfec­ 
tion of mechanical roasting, about twenty-live 
years ago. 
Mechanical roasting changed the preparation 
of coffee from a laborious household task to a 
specialized industry with regulated production 
methods.

stronger or weaker. The strength of your coffee 
depends upon the quantity you use and how 
long you brew it. Toasting simply gives you 
more true coffee flavor. 
“ If you are a keen observer of tho delicate 
sense of taste you have discovered that it is the 
amount of the flavor, the lingering mellowness 
of the taste which measures your delight in 
coff tie. 
“The sense of taste Is the most undeveloped 
of our five senses. Yet it is very easy to develop 
a remarkably appreciative sense of taste if oho 
w ill sim ply give a little thought to it.
